Assimilate the Law in Ireland to the Law in 
England as to Costs in Actions of Lil)el. 



■ 'T'HEEBAS it is cxpcilient to assimikite tkc Laiv iu Iivlimd 
to tlie Latv in Eugtaiul as to Costs in Actions of libel : 
Be it enacted by tlie Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the lords Spiritual and 
b Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of tlie same, as follow's : 

1 . In all Actions for libel, where the Jtn-y sliail give Damages 
imde.r Forty Shillhigs, the Plaintiff shall not be entitled to moiv 
Costs than Damages, unless the Judge before whom siieli Ter- 

10 diet shall be obtained shall immediately afterwards certify on the 
Back of the Keeord that the Libel was wilfid and malieioiis. 

2. This Act shall not apply to England and Scotland; and 
for aU Purposes may be cited as tho Libel Act (Ireland), ISOS. 
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
